Southern Illinois Democrats Comlnc Out

Carlo, 111. It comes from a oiose observer 
of political affairs and can be relied upon 
as a true statement 


Cairo, III , August 28, '96 


Dr Calhoun, Editor Republican 


It may Interest yon to learn something 


of the drift of opinion in this part of 
Egypt. When I came here a month ago 
it was hardly safe for a man to declare 
himself In favor of the Republican party. 
There has been a great change. I have 
met in the last two weeks and talked 
with over 100 railroad and steamboat em- 
ployes. Fully two thirds of tbat number 
now openly say they wiU vote for MoKin- 
ley. 
With very few exceptions these men 


have been and are Democrats. They are 
doing a vast amount of studying and 
talking among themselves 
I was out 


tha other evening when a McKinloy club 
of over 1000 members was organized. A 
list of nearly a hundred old time Demo 
crats, including office holders, men of 
property and Influence who will not sup- 
port tho Chicago convention was published 
in a local paper tbe other day. Amont> 
tho number were several ex confederates 
who aro •numerous here.

mills and twc linen mills, Of the tarty cot- 
ton mills, twen'y.one have boen built in 
the southern atston."

Inonoof tho apologies for Altgeld's 


gold lease now going the rounds of tho 
free silver press it is said that tho gov- 
ernor Is forced by tho money sharks frqui

The ilrst county seat of Logan county 


was Postville and 
thw old court bouse, 


which still stands in the western part of 
Lincoln, was occupied as such from 1S;('> 
to 1848. In thn latter year the courts' 
were removed to Mount Pulaski, which 
village was the county seat until li&o 
At almost every term of court from the 
time of the organization of the county as 
a separate local district, and until his 
nomination for tho presidency, Mr. Lin- 
coln was one of tho lawyers in attend- 
ance. When tho Chicago & Alton railroad 
was built through the county It dM not 
pass through tbo new county scat, Mount 
Pulaskl, nor the old one of Postvillo, hut 
it did pass within a mile of the latter 
town 
At this point a new town was 


founded und named in honor of Mr Lin- 
coln, who was a friend of tho mcu who 
were its founders 
At tho sale of lots in 


the new town on August 39, 1853, Mr 
Lincoln was present and expres-cd his re- 
grets at having no money with which to 
buy some of the town lots. However,. 
two lots opposite the block set aside for 
tbo court house square were given to him 
by Messrs Gillette, Hickox and Latham 
as attorney fee for services In the work of 
securing the charter and deeds for the new 
city. These lots Mr. Lincoln owned tin- 
til his death, and were not sold by bis, 
noirs until about five years ago.

Had Held Several 
Offices and Was 


Identified With Many Enteiprises 


—Established the First Commis- 


sion House in Chicago.

Lewis Steward was born in Wnyrie 


county, Pennsylvania, Nov. 20, 1834

liberal course of reading in after years 
combined with a 
retentive 
memory, 


made him a wall-Informed man. The 
city of Piano may nlost bo said to be a 
child of his creation. 


In 1875 he was nominated by the gran 


ger and Democratic state conventions as 
their candidate for governor of Illinois 
and after an exciting and close election 
was only defeated by GOOD votes. Ho was 
thrice elected assessor in a towiishi] 
whore they wore politically flvo votui to 
one against him, but refused tho lasttinn 
to accept, and was slmiliarly, in the fuc 
of his protests, elected a member ot the 
board of supurvisors, in which body he 
was tho only Democrat.

They hod valued the 
property at 831,305. 
Under the law the 


property was to bring two-thirds of the 
appraised valuation and the amount real- 
ized it will be observed goes considerably 
over the required sum—814,186. The sale 
will no doubt be approved by Judge Vail. 


Details of the Sale. 


The terms uf the sale were one-third 


cash, one-third in one year and one third 
in two years. There are fifty-two heirs. 


D. M. Garver bought the 4H acres nenr 


the water works reservoir for 8680. , 


V. H. Purke bought a small lot, 85x40 


feet iz»lot 38, block 3 in Durfee, Warren 
& Co.'s first addition, for $80. 


The 55.40 acre tract near the Race 


'arm, two and u half miles northeust of 
Decatu' was sold at 831 per acre to D. M. 
Garver. Fred Sterr atarted the bidding 
at ICO per aero but dropped out at last. 
The tract had been appialsed at $60 per 
acre. 


The Old Fnrm. 


Tbo first tract of the old original David 


Garver farm was then put up. It was 
announced that thu 120 acres would be 
sold in 40-acre tracts and then as a whole 
and whichever way it brought the most 
t would be sold.

CALLED UPON THE EX-GOVERN OR 


Several Hundred Strong Headed by a 


Drum Corps and Hear a Rous- 


Jing Speech Which Creates 


Much Enthusiasm.

Tho members ot the McKinley club 


tod a glorious meeting last evening. 
They called upon tbo lion. R. J Oglesby, 
who waa In tbe city and beard his opin- 
ion on politics. The meeting was called 
Co order in tho bull by tho president, Ma- 
jor J, G. Badonhuuseu. Captain Lytle 
read a letter of invention to tbe McKin- 
uy club inviting them to send representa- 
ti*s to tbe state meeting of Republican 
eugucs which will bo held at Peoria the 
first of September. 
It was decided tbut 


tbe chair should appoint a delegation of 
four to represent the club on the occa- 
sion. 


Attorney Black made a motion that ox- 


Governor Oglcsby bo invited to come and 
iddress tho meeting but Alderman De- 
Witt made an amendment that tbe club 
go in a body to the governor. The 
amendment carried and the members of 
tbe rlub formed in lino and headed by the 
drum oorpa mnrcbed to the residence of 
J. J. Peddecord where Mr. Oglesby Is, vis-

Mr. Oglesby was on tho front 


porch when tbe members of the club ar- 
rived. Threo uheera for Uncle Dick were 
given and theii the venerable politician 
iddressed the crowd. Ho said:. 


"Such occasions as this used to please 


:ne very much, especially when I was run- 
ning for office, 
I am out of tbe business 


now, strange to say, for one who has been 
n it aa much as myself. I tun sorry to- 
day that I am not prepared to make a 
speech this evening. 
Today I wns with 


some of my old friends on a spreu. I 
talked for one hour and twenty minutes 
n tbe forenoon and not satisfied with 
;hat I tout: another turn in the after- 
noon." There were calls in theirowd 
for bis opinion on McEinley and in an- 
swer to this tbe speaker said: "Why, 
everybody knows McKinley, there is no 
use saying anything about him. I know 
him quite well myself. I went to St. 
Louis to help nominate him and I will 
take great pleasure In voting for him. I 
think there is no doubt but that be will 
bo elected. He is a man of intellectual 
power, a good deep thinking man of ex- 
cellent personal character. He has an ex- 
cellent education, an excellent moral life, 
and be has u comprehensive and Intellect- 
ual understanding ot the conditions and 
needs of tho country. 


"We have the best governed country in

any good to have made it free and freer? 
Have you any one in your neighborhood 
who has not sense enough to know that 
there' is no sense in tbut 
What Is the 


use of belching out such stuff to deceive 
tho common people, and there is nnbody 
here who is not common. Cease to preach 
this to tbe honest and earnest man. You 
can't make money cheap by making it 
abundant if it is not good money. As 
long as silver bolds Its place as a pie- 
oloua metal It is all right. The 'ree sil- 
ver mun would have everybody take their 
silverware to tbe mint, have it melted up 
like tbey do pig iron and have tbe gov- 
ernment Btamp put on It. Tho money 
would not be good In the markets of tbe 
world. Wo can regulate some things but 
we cannot control- the laws of trade It ig 
nil rot, stuff and bitter nonsense to preach 
this to the poor man because be in out of 
work. We must keep up tbe standard, 
we mast stand up to what we owe to the 
civilized world, and enow that as great 
republic or Democracy we are as honest 
as any other form of thi- cation. If tbe 
free silver measure should prevail It 
would bring odium, confusion and dis- 
honor upon the American republic. There 
Is no reason why we should have tbe fifty- 
cent dollar these sap sucker free silver 
men want. Of course McKinley ig tbe 
man to vote for. There is not one out of 
every half dozen of these men wbo are 
talking free silver wbo will vote for H 
when tbe time come*. Before tbe cam- 
paign we will rouKe tbe frau'i so plain 
that men will be ashamed to vote tor It."

Washington, D. C , September 3.—Tho 


monthly statement ot the public deb t Is 
sued from the Treasury department shows 
that at the close of bu siness yesterday the 
public debt less cash in the treasury was 
(978,497,106 which Is an incroase tor the 
month of (13,343,684 which is accounted 
for by the loss ot nearly exactly that 
amount of cash on hand due to the excess 
of expenditures over receipts. 


The debt is recapitulated as follows: 


Interest bearing debt 1846,364,360 debt 
on which interest has ceased since matu- 
rity 11,639,960, debt bearing no Interest 
1379.356,476. 
This amount, however, 


does not include $563,456,973 in certifi- 
cates and Treasury notes outstanding 
and offset by an equal amount of cash in 
the Treasury 
' The cash in the Ireasury Is classified 
as follows: Gold, 1139,835,300; silver, 
1513,647,700' paper, 8177,933,658: bonds, 
disbursing officers' balances, etc , $17,- 
993,376, making a total of $849 388,74b 
against which there aro demand liabili- 
ties amounting to $606,043,345, which 
leaves 1343,346,400 cash in the Treasury 
Tbe interest bearing debt of the govern- 
ment is shown by tbo statement to have 
been $1,183,149.050 on March ], 1885, 
$844,106,330 on March 1, 1889, $585,034,- 
360 on March 1, 1893.
